His 
wounds were bound on the field, and he re- 
mained in the saddle and in the fiery tor- 
rent. Colonel Wyman, too, of the 18th Mas- 
sachusetts, was killed. General Meade was 
severely wounded. How many others I . 
cannot tell. It was a bloody day. There 
will be weeping at many a hearthstone, and I 
many a loved one was lost who will be 
sought for long and never found. 

Sumner, and Heintileman, and Franklia, 
and Hooker, and Smith, and Sedgewick, and 
McCall — Hancock, and Davidson, and Mead, 
and Seymour, and Burns, and Sickles, and 
Sully, and Owens, and dead Wyman, and 
all the galaxy of brave leaders, won title 
to glorious honors.

But four line officers of the Eleventh Massa- 
chusetts are left in command of the regi- 
ment ; while in other regiments many ofli- 
cers are left without commands. 

The list of casualties has assumed such 
fearful proportions that I have given up in 
despair the work of attempting to obtain 
even those of officers. The physical 
energies of any one man are not equal to | 
the task. As fast aa they are brought ! 
down lo the landing they will be shippe<l to 
Fortress Monroe, and the surgeins on board 
will make out and furnish the lists for the 
public and press. 

DEATH OF STONEWALL JACKSON.

THE LACK OF SCPPLIES. 

It must be remembered by the public that 
nearly the entire army has b^n under 
arms since Wednesday of last week, now 
seven days. On Thursday gnd Friday the 
men put three days’ rations in their haver- 
eackr, but as is always the ease soldiers eat 
up three days in one; niae-tenths of them 
have not had an issue of commissary stores 
since until to-day; and therefore most of 
them have been for three days without any- 
thing but hard crackers, aod many of them 
had not even that. I myself had been able 
to get but half a dozeu during the last 
thirty-six hours. Water, too, has been 
scarce, and this has wet kened tke men to a 
vast degree. Need I say, then, that when 
the troops arrived at the river yesterday, 
and saw not a friendly transport thsre, 
their hearts almost sank at tht prospect? 
Exhausted, weary, and famiahed, they 
could not be expected to fight. Yet their 
spirits — brave and noblemen — nevcrfailed 
them.

o'olssk on Tussday morning, July 1st, 18t>2. 
They were traveling in a buggy drawn by a 
mule, and were on their way to Louisville, 
Mr. Weller having been on a Imsinesg lour. 
The night previous to the murder they 
stayed at the house of Noah McGregor, 
three quarters of a mile from the sce*e of 
the assassination. 

Mr. Weller was killed by seven buckshot, 
which penetrated the left breo.st, nearly all 
the shot passing through his heart. Mr. 
Parker was also shot with buckshot 
just back of the right ear. They were 
dragged to the edge of the road and ritled 
of alt their valuables; the mule was left 
standing bitched to, the buggy — no pains 
being taken to conceal Ibe double murder. 

Two men were working in a field, within 
a stone's throw of the scene, of murder. 
They stated that Messrs. W. & P. passed 
very close where they were plowing, and 
saw them enter a thick copse of woods, 
through which the public road passes — im- 
mediately on their disappearing from sight, 
they heard the firing of two guns, the shots 
being almost simuluneous. 

They stated that they supposed the gen- 
tlemen were discharging Ifceir revolvers at 
some object in the thicket. The bodies were 
not found until four o'clock in the evening 
of the day on which they were killed. 

The authors of the bloody deed are sup- 
posed to lie two men of very bad reputation 
who kept a doggery on the road along 
which Messrs. W., & P. passed. These men 
l)orrowed shot guns on the evening before 
the murder, and stated they were going to 
hunt a runaway negro, whom they stated 
was in that vicinity. These men were seen 
no more until the next evening, when they 
came in from the woods. Upon l>eing asked

Fbiekdlt Sextimebts in Mississirpi. — 
We are assured by our correspondent, says 
the New York Tribune, who speaks from 
peraonal observation, that the people of 
Miasiseippi, below Corinth, have manifested 
much more friendly sentiments than greet- 
ed our army anywhere ia TeanesDce. 
From the towns but few people had fled. 
In the country, everybody seemed to be at 
home, following the usual pursuits. Posi- 
tive sympathy was manifested by the rus- 
tics and towns-people. Fear was hardly 
perceptible anywhere. The poorer classes 
wore evidently, almost without exceptioa, 
still attached to the Union, and the wealthy 
despaired of the success of the rebellion, 
and were ready tegive op. Of cotton burn- 
ing, but little had been done, not over a 
hundred bales having been destroyed be- 
tween Corinth and Booneville.
